W HEREAS it is expedient to make further Provision for 
the Regulation of Markets and Fairs in Ireland : Be it 
enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
B and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
Authority of the same, as follows : 

I. The following Words and Expressions in this Act shall have the 
Meanings hereby assigned to them, unless there be something in t e 
Subject or Context repugnant to such Construction; (that is to say,) 
10 the Expression “ the Lord Lieutenant” shall mean the Chief Governor 
or Governors of Ireland for the Time being ; the Expression “ Lord 
Lieutenant in Council" shall mean the Lord Lieutenant, hy and with 
the Advice of Her Majesty’s Privy Council in Ireland ; the Word 
“ County’’ shall include Riding, and shall also include a County of 
15 a City or County of a Town; the Word “ Town" shall mean and 
include a City, Town Corporate, Borough, Market Town, or other 
Town in Ireland; the Expressions "the Commissioner” and ‘ the 
[Bill 208.] A Assistant 
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Assistant Coimuissioner” shall mean the Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner appointed from Time to Time under this Act; the 
Expressions “ Owner” or “ Owner of the Mai'ketorFair” shall- include 
any Body of Commissioners, and any Body Corporate or Person or 
Persons entitled or claiming to he entitled to hold any Market or 5 
Fair in Ireland, whether in re.spcct of the Ownership of the Land on 
which the Market or Fair is holden, or undo- any I’ateut Grant from 
the Crowji, or from any Person entitled to grant or convey the same, 
and whether authorized to levy Tolls in such Market or Fair or not; 
the Expression “Tolls” shall extend to and include all Customs, 10 
Stallao-es, Piccage, Cv.anage, Rents, Fees, and other Dues whatsoever 
payable by any Person using or frequenting any Market or Fair ; the 
Word “Lease” shall include an Agreement for a Lease; the Word 
“Cart” shall include Waggon and also any Carriage used wholly 
or chiefly for the Conveyance of Goods; the Word “Driver” shall 15 
include the Carter or other Person having the Care of any Cart ; 
the Word “Cattle” shall include any Horse, Marc, Gelding, Foal, 
Colt, Filly, Bull, Cow% Heifer, Ox, Calf, Ass, Mule, Ham, Ewe, 
Wether, Laml), Goat, Kid, or Swine ; and the Expression “ the 
Collector” shall mean the Person appointed by the Owner of any 20 
Market or Fair to collect the Tolls authorized by this Act, ami 
shall include the Assistants of the Collector ; the Expression 
“ Superior Courts ” siiall mean Her Majesty’s Superior Courts of 
Record at Dublin; the Word “Justice” shall mean Justice of the 
Peace acting tor the Place where the Matter requiring the Cognizance 25 
of any such Justice arises, and also any Justice appointed under the 
Provisions of “ The Towms Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854,” Seven-: 
teenth and Eighteenth Victoria, (!)hapter One hundred and three, and if 
such Matter arise in respect of any Market or Fair situated not 
wholly in any One Jurisdiction, shall mean a Justice acting for the 30 
Place where any Part of such Marlcet or Fair shall be situated ; the 
Word “Person” shall include a Corporation, whethci- aggregate or 
sole, and Commissioners in any Town acting under any Statute in 
force in any Town in Ireland. 

II. This Act may be cited as “ The Markets and Fairs (Ireland) 35 
Act, 1858.” 

HI. The several Provisions of “ The Lands Clauses Consolidation 
Act, 1845,” shall, so far as the same are consistent with “ The Rail- 
ways Act (Ireland), 1851,” or any Act or Acts extending the same, 
and so far as the same may be applicable to, and are not inconsistent 40 
with, or modified by, the Provisions of this Act, be incorporated with 
and fonu Part of this Act, and shall be applicable to the Purposes 
thereof; and in the Constmetiou of this Act and the said incorpo- 
rated 
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rated Acts this Act shall be deemed the Special Act: Provided 
always, that all 'Flimgs by the said Acts, or either of them, required 
or authorized to be done by the Promoters of the Undertaking, ma\- 
be done by the Owner of any Marketer Fair under this Act. 

5 IV. It shall and may be lawful for the Lord T^ieutenant, by Commis- 
Warrant under lu.s Hand, to appoint a competent Person to be Com- by 

missioner under this Act, to hold such Office during the Pleasure of tlie Lord 
the Lord Lieutenant, and upon every Vacancy in the Office of such Lieuionant. 
Commissioner in like Manner to appoint some other competent Person 
,10 to such Office ; and the said Person to be from Time to Time 
appointed shall be the Commissioner for the Execution of this Act, 
and shall he styled “ The Commissioner of Markets and Fairs in 
Ireland.” 

V. It shall also be la^vful for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall sec Lord Lieuie- 
15 fit, to appoint an Assistant Commissioner, to aid in the Performance 

ol' the Duties of the Commissioner under this Act, to hold such Office Assistant 
during the Pleasure of the Lord Lieutenant ; and upon every Vacancy 
in the Office of such Assistant Commissioner in like Manner to 
appoint some other competent Person to such Office; and such 
20 Assistant Commissioner shall be styled “ The Assistant Commissioner 
of Markets and F airs in Ireland.” 



VI. Each Contraissioner or Assistant Commissioner appointed Diidavation 
under this Act shall, before he enters upon the Execution of his ^ 

Office, make the following Declaration before One of the Justices acting. 

'2b of the Court of Queen’s Bench or Common Pleas, or One of the 
Barons of the Court of Exchequer in Ireland ; that is to say, 

‘ T DO solemnly declare, That I will faithfully, impartially, and 
‘ honestly, according to the best of my Skill and Judgment, fulfil 
‘ all the Powers and Duties of the Commission under “ The Markets 
30 ‘ and Fairs (Ireland) Act, 1858.” 

And the Apnointment of such Commissioner or Assistant Com- 
missioner, with the Time when and the Name of the Justice or Baron 
before whom he shall have made the said Declaration, shall be forth- 
with published in the Dublin Gazette. 

35 VII. The Commissioner shad cause to bo made a Seal for his 

Commission, and shall cause to he sealed therewith all Orders and ^ 
other Instruments made by or proceeding from the Commissioner or »ou Seal. - 
Assistant Commissioner in pursuance of this Act ; and all such Oi ei s 
and other Instruments, or Copies thereof, purporting to be sealed with 
40 such Seal, shall be received in Evidence, without any further Proof 
thereof or of the Appointment of the Commissioner or Assistant

Penalty for X. If any Pcrsoii required hy such Summons to attend before 
diuice^**^"' Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner shall, without reason- 
able Cause, to be allowed by him, fail to appear according to such 
Summons (having been paid or tendered a sutHcicnt Sum of Money 
to defray the Charges of his Attendance), or shall refuse to be 25 
sworn, or shall not make answer to all such Q\icstions as shall be 
lawfully put to him by the Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner, 
or shall refuse or fail to produce before the Commissioner or Assistant 
Commissioner any such Deed, Book, Paper, Document, or Writing, 
being in or under his Custody, Possession, or Power, as shall be 30 
lawfully required to be produced by him, he shall be subject to a 
Penalty for every such Offence not exceeding Ten Pounds, to be 
imposed by such Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner as the 
Case may ho. 

Power to XI. The Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner may, if he think 35 
^onoTto Evidence Affidavits, and such Affidavits may be made 

proceed npoii before any Justice of the Peace, or any Person empowered to take 
Affidavit, Affidavits, to be used in any of the Superior Courts iu Ireland ; and 
all Persons who sliall wilfully give false Evidence or otherwise 
forswear themselves iu any such Examination or Affidavit shall 40 
upon Conviction thereof be liable to the same Pains and Penalties as 
Persons guilty of wilful aud corrupt Peijury arc now liable to by 
Law.

Dwelling House of such Owner, furnish to the Commissioner the 
original Patent or other Instrument giving the Right to hold such wUh Schc- 
Market or Fair, or such Evidence thereof, il' not capable of being 
produced, as it may be in his Power to give, together with a short 
10 Statement or x^lbstract setting forth his Title to such Market or F:iir, 
aud in ease such Owner shall claim to be authorized to levy Tolls in 
such Market or Fair he shall also furnish a true Copy of the Schedule 
of Tolls specified on the Board erected at the Entrance of such 
Market or Fair, under the. Provisions of an Act passed in the Fifty- 
15 seventh Year of the Reign of His Majesty King George the Third, 

Chapter One hundred and eight; and in case any such Owner 
shall, without reasonable Excuse, neglect or refuse to furnish such 
Statement of his Title to hold such Market or Fair, or such Copy 
of the Schedule of Tolls, he shall be liable to a Penalty of Five 
20 Pounds for each and every Week he shall neglect so to do after the 
Expiration of the said Period of Two Months ; and in case he shall 
neglect so to do for the Period of One Year he shall forfeit and 
absolutely lose all Right to hold such Market or Fair: Provided 
always, that it shall be lawful for the Commissiouc]-, in case be shall 
25 so think fit, to enlarge or extend the said Period of Two Months 
licrein-beforc limited for the Purposes aforesaid. 



XIII. The Commissioner, upon being satisfied of the Right and Commis-

make an Order to that Effect, and he shall cause the same to be Onler' 
published in the Dublin Gazette and in such local Newspaper as he

XIV. The Person named in any such Order, or in any Order made Person 
in respect of the Ownership of any new or proposed Market or hair, 
or any Person thinking himself aggrieved by any such Order, may Person 
appeal against the same, within Three Calendar Months after the 
35 Publication of such Notice in the Dublin Gazette; and such Appeal n^rgrlcved, 
shall be by a summary Petition to One of the Superior Courts of Law' by 
in Dublin, stating the Order appealed from, and the Grounds of such petition to 
Appeal, and praying that such Order may be reversed, amended, or 
varied, in the Manner therein to he mentioned.

not, exceed the Tolls set forth in the Schedule to this Act annexed, 
and shall not be payable in respect of any Article which is not 
included in the Schedule to thi.s Act annexed ; and the said Schedule 
of Tolls so revised shall l)e signed by the Commissioner, and scaled 
with his Seal of Office, and delivered to the Owner ; but the same 20 
may be appealed from by any Person whose Interests may be 
injuriously affected thereby, in the same Maimer as an Order de- 
claring the Owiiei- of a Market or Fair may be appealed from under 
the Provisions of this Act: Provided always, that every Person who 
shall so appeal shall give Security by Recogniziince, with Two 25 
sufficient Sureties, to be entered into before the Commissioner or 
some Justice of the Peace in Ireland, conditioned to prosecute the 
xippeal, and abide the Order of the Court.

such illegal Toll to the Person improperly charged therewith : Pro- 
vided, however, that in case it shall appear that any Toll Board shall 
have been defaced or removed by Violence, then such Collector shall 
not he liable to such Penalty, unle.ss he shall neglect to reinstate such 20 
Board as soon as the same may be reasonaldy done. 

XXII. Every Person who shall deface or remove any such Board, 

or shall aid or assist in defacing or removing- the same, shall for every 
such Offence forfeit a Sum not exceeding Five I’ounds, or be liable to 
he imprisoned for any Period not exceeding Two Months. 25 

XXIII. The Coimnissioner may, at any Time after the Expiration 
of Three Years from the Settlement of any Schedule of Tolls, on the 
Application of the 0\vner, or of Twenty-one or more Persons rated to 
the Relief of the Poor to the Value of Eight Pounds and upwards, 
residing in the Town or Place at which such Mai-ket or Fair is held, 30 
or within Three Miles thereof, proceed to reconsider, i;evise, and 
settle such Schedule; and all the Powers, Directions, and Provisions 
herein-beforc contained in relation to the original Settlement of any 
Schedule of Tolls, and the Right of Appeal therefrom, shall apply to 
such new Revision, as if the same were here repeated. 35 

XXIV. The Commissioner ma}', after Notice to the Owner, from 
Time to Time, with such Approval as is herein-after required, make 
Byelaws for the Regulation of any Fair or Market (except such Fairs 
.and Markets as are exempted from the Operation of this Act as 
herein-after mentioned), and for carrying the Purposes of this Act 40 
into execution, provided such Byelaws be not repugnant to the Laws 
of that Part of the United Kingdom, and may also, with the like Ap- 
proval 
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proval, from Time to Time repeal or alter any such Byelaws ; ami 
the Commissioner by such Byelaws may impose such reasonable 
Penalties as he shall think fit, not exceeding Five Pounds for each 
Breach thereof.

XXVI. A Copy of each of such Byclaws shall be transmitted to 
15 the Owner of each Fair or Market to which they shall apply; and such i,, 

Owner shall thereupon erect and keep up, iu some conspicuous Part of con^pu'uuiis 
the said Fair or Market, daring the entire of the Days on which the on*'iic.ir(U 
same are held, a Board, having painted thereon in large and legiiilc Police Uar- 
Charaeters an exact Copy of each of such Byclaws, and shall also ' 

20 cause a ■written or printed Copy of caclr of such Byclaws to he postcil 
at or near any Constabulary Barrack which shall be situate within or 
shall be most contiguous to such Fair or Market. 

XXVII. A Copy of sucli Byclaws so lodged with the Clerk of the rubUciuion 
Peace, and purporting to be signed by him or his Deputy, shall be 
25 conclusive Evidence of the making, Allowance, and due Publication 
of the said Byelaws, and the said Byelaws shall thereupon be (until 
re}'>ealed or altered as aforesaid) as binding and conclusive as if the 
same had been expressly enacted herein. 

XXVIII. Every Owner who shall neglect, -within One Month from Pninliv I’oi- 
30 the Receipt of such Byelaws, to erect and keep up a Board having 
painted thereon a Copy of each of such Byelaws, shall lor the I irst 
Ofience forfeit the Sum of Forty Shillings, and for every such addi- 
tional Oft'ence he shall forfeit a Sum not exceeding the Sum oE live 
Pounds.

or from the Day or Days on which the same has been previously held, 
and representing that the Applicants, or some or One of them, or some 15 
other J’erson named in such Application, are or is willing to provide 
an eligible .Site for a Market or Fair in such Town or in such Part 
of such County, together with the requisite Accommodation for the 
same, it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, if he shall think fit, 
hv Ills Warrant to direct the Commissioner to make Inquiry into the 20 
Matter of such Application, and otherwise to proceed in relation 
thereto under the Provisions of this Act. 

XXXI. The Commissioner shall, as soon as conveniently may be 
after being directed to make such Inquiry a.s aforesaid, go to the 
Town or Place where the existing Market or Fair is holden, or where 25 
it is proposed that a Market or Fair shall be established, and there .
